Central America) 
AndU.S.to Plan 
Better Relations 


Conference of Five Coun- 
tries Called by U. S. for 
Washington. 


Washington, October 23.—The 
United States has invited the govern- 
ments of Guatemala, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, Salvador and Costa Rica to 
send plenipotentiaries to a conference 
in Washington beginning December 
4, for a discussion of measures look- 
ing to the well being of Central Amer- 
ica, the “results thereof to be em- 
bodied in a treaty for the permanent 
regulation of their mutual interests 
and relations,” 

The, state department, in making 
this announcement tonight, said the 
American legations at the capitals of 
the five Central American republics 
were instructed October 21 to ex- 
tehd to the presidents of those coun- 
tries invitations to the conference. 
The conference, it was explained, was 
expected to negotiate treaties making 
effective provisions of the treaties 
signed at Washington December 20, 
1907, “which experience has shown to 
be effective in maintaining friendly 
relations and co-operation among the 
Central American states;” to consider 


measures for the limitation of arma- 
ments. in Central America; to at- 
tempt the working out of a plan for 
setting up tribunals of inquiry for 
the adjustment of disputes, under cer- 
tain circumstances, between two or 
more of the countries; and to take up 
any other questions which it may be 
desired unanimously to consider. 

Call for the conference was isqued 
as a result of the meeting on August 
20 last of the presidents of Nicara- 
gua, Honduras and Salvador on board 
the United States ship Tacoma in 
Fonseca Bay, at the request of the 
Nicaraguan government, looking to 
the establishment of more peaceful 
relations between the three countries 
and resulting in the signing of an 
agreement acknowledging the general 
treaty of peace and friendship signed 
at Washington December 20, 1907, by 
the five republics of Central America 
as being in force between them. It 
was stipulated in the agreement that 
the Guatemalan and Costa Rican gov- 
ernments would be asked to adhere 
to it and that a preliminary confer- 
ence would be called in December to 
discuss further measures looking to 
the well being of Central America. 

The Guatemalan and Costa Rican 
governments thereupon. stated that 
they did not consider it necessary to 
adhere to the August 20 agreement as 
they regarded the treaty of 1907 as 
still 2 foree and intended to abide 
by its provisions. 

“This was most. gratifying,” the 
state department announcement said, 
“ond opened the way to a discussion 
of those further measures which may 
be deemed necessary for the welfare 
of the five vrepublics. The govern- 
ments of Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Salvador have informally made known 
to the department that they would he 
eratified if a conference could be held 
in Washington in December to this 
end. The department, in pursuance 
of its poliev of desiring by all means 
to co-operate in the pence and welfare 
of this continent, has heen very glad 
‘o issne invitations t®@ sucb a confer- 
ence.”

timated clearly and frankly at the un- 
ionist meeting today that tariff re- 
form or protection would not form 
an item of his policy. And since Mr. 
Lloyd George has announced himself 
as a free trader this question can not 
come to the front, as both the liberal 
and labor parties are in favor of free 
trade. The prime minister promised 
to define his policy in his coming 
speech at Glasgow, but judging from 
his remarks today, it will not be of 
an eventful character. 

Previous to the breakdown of his 
health, which forced him temporarily 
to retire from politics, Mr. Bonar Law 
was a very close friend of Mr. Lloyd 
George and was identified with the 
entire coalition policy; it is therefore 
practically impossible that he can in 
any important measure reverse this 
policy. Thus, unless Mr, Liayd George 
should take a strong turn in his policy, 
there will be little difference between 
the policies of the two men. 

The contest seems likely to be «ane 
of personalities of men rather than 
measures so far as these two parties 
are concerned. The free liberals and 
the laboriteg have, of course, well de- 
fined policies, and according to pres- 
ent indications, are resolutely opposed 
to any co-operation with Lloyd George, 
even should the former premier seek 
reconciliation with either of them. 


Differ on Election Date. 


The laborites will resent the fixing 
of the elections for mid-week and will 
represent the decision as a deliberate 
intention of the unionist party to 
handicap the working men voters. The 
unionists have two arguments against 
delaying the elections until the follow- 
ing Saturday—tfirst, that a short time 
is allowed for passing Irish legislation 
and, second, that the country dislikes 
a general election so near Christmas, 
because it interferes with Christmas 
shopping. 

If the elections are held on Novem- 
ber 15, parliament will be able to 
reassemble on the twentieth, but. sev- 
eral days will be consumed in swearing 
in the members, electing the speaker 
and debating the reply to the king’s 
speech, which it is expected, will con 
tain only legislative items, mely, 
the Irish constitution. Thus there 
will be very few days left to debate 
the Irish bill and the prime minister 
will probably invite the house to pass 
it practically without debate as an 
agreed measure. 

Bonar Law Elected. 


The unionists today elected Andrew 
Bonar Law leader of the party, pre- 
liminary to his acceptance of the call 
of the king te the office of prime 
minister. 

Representative members of the par- 
ty from both the house of commons 
and the house of lords met at the 
Hotel Cecil this afternoon for that 
purpose. Sir George Younger, who 
had much to do with the overthrow 
of Lloyd George, presided and recom- 
mended the selection of Mr. Bonar 


Law as the party’s standard bearer. | 


Mr. Bonar Law was not present at 
the opening of the proceedings, and 
Lord Curzon suggested that as the ob- 
ject of the meeting was already as- 
sured it was absurd that he should 
not be present. He therefore pro- 
posed that even at the cost of some 
blushes to him that Mr. Bonar Law 
be invited to hear the whole proceed- 
sae Mr. Bonar Law forthwith en- 
tered. 


Praise for Bonar Law. 


In proposing Mr, Bonar Law for 
leadership, Lord Curzon, who was 
secretary for foreign affairs in the 
Lloyd George cabinet, said it was a 
great day on which the unionist party, 
after having for seven years subor- 
dinated its interests and merged ita 
identity in a national party and the 
national cause, viumnel its freedom 
and proceeded to re-elect its old lead- 
er. e¢ paid a warm tribute to Aus- 
ten Chamberlain’s services as leader 
during Mr. Bonar Law’s illness and 
the valuable past services of Mr. Bo- 
nar Law himself, and voiced the 
pleasuse of the unionists to see him 
return to the scene of his former tri- 
umphs, 

He described Mr. Bonar Law as 
completely innocent of self-seeking 
and as possessing just those qualities 
the nation required in a trusted lead- 
er in the present crisis. 3 

Stanley Baldwin, formed president 
of the board of trade, seconded the 
resolution to elect, which was carried 
unanimously by a show of hands. 

Bonar Law then rose and thanked 
the meeting for the warmth of its ex- 
pression of confidence and reiterated 
that so far as his share in what had 
happened was concerned there was no 
personal feelings. He paid a warm 
personal tribute to Mr, Chamberlain 
and the magnificent courage with 
which he performed an almost impos- 
sibje task. Alluding to Lloyd George, 
he’ said: 

“T am told he has a sword in his 
hand. I am grateful to him that he 
used the sword very gently on me 
Saturday.

His Irish Policy.

I think I am @epressing 
the view of every one, the die-hards 
and everybody else, when I say that 
whatever may be the opinion as to the 
treaty itself or to the events which 
led up to the treaty, we are deter- 
mined to give the treaty a fair chance. 
In saying that, I do not mean it 
merely in words. At the back of our 
minds none of us can fail to realize 
that we are shut off from all responsi- 
bility, but in dealing with the provi- 
sional government we ought not to 
take the attitude that we think: it 
will fail, or hope it will fail, 

“So long as those represeting Ire- 
land in this matter are honestly try- 
ing te carry out the treaty we will 
wish them godspeed. We will do ev- 
erything in our power to make it sue- 
cessful. The people who are attempt- 
ing to govern Ireland now have the 
most difficult task probably that al- 
most ever occurred; but we all know 
that things are happening in Ireland 
which absolutely stir our hearts—we 
cannot be free from responsibility for 
that.” 

Bonar Law then said that he would 
choose all his ministers on their mer- 
its. He had been told by his medical 
advisers that he coyld face the task 
he had taken up: should he find it 
intolerable from the point of health 
he must abandon it and must not be 
pressed to remain.

Why dustice Retires. 

Justice Day's retirement after nine- 
teen gears’ service is for the purpose 
of devoting his time to his duties as 
umpire of the mixed claims commis- 
sion, which will examine and adjust 
claims against Germany arising out 
of the war. He bas been eligible for 
retirement for nine years. 

It has been generally assumed that 
Justice Day would resign following 
his acceptance of the claims umpire 
position. At the same time political 
observers at the capital are prepared 
for a similar announcement from As- 
sociate Justices Holmes and McKenna, 
both of whom have passed the re- 
tirement age. Justice Holmes _ is 
slowly recovering from @ serious sur- 
gical operation, and is said to have ex- 
pressed a desire to seek leisure for his 
remaining years. 

Associate Justice McKenna, who 
has been Jonger on the court than 
any of his associates, having been 
appointed by President McKinley 
in 1898, may retire when he finds 
all of the older members gone. That 
at least one of the last named mem- 
bers will drop off with Justice Day is 
considered very likely. And the 
culiar division of the court, as 
tween representation of the two major 
parties, prompts the firm belief that 
the president will designate a demo- 
erat, perhaps two.

Activities of enforcement agents, 
Mr. Haynes said, naturally would be 
made to conform to any legal limita- 
tion imposed by the tentative stay 
from the New ork eourt, but the 
commissioner emphasized that no gen- 
eral extension of time would be made 
in enforcement of the legal require- 
ment for {prohibition on American 
vessels everywhere at sea and on for- 
eign ee within American waters. 

Mr. Haynes said the decision in 
New York was exactly what he and 
his legal staff had expected, and he 
predicted a similar result when the 
case is carried to the supreme court.

A nurse may be trained to administer 
a hot mustard foot bath properly 
without going away and giving two or 
three years of her time to a hospital. 
I have attempted more than once to 
tell here just how to give a hot mnus- 
tard foot bath and I havea horrible 
suspicion that some good housewives 
have attempted to give one as directed 
by me. To such or any others inter- 
ested I would suggest that the easiest 
way to learn how to do it is by watch- 
ing a good nurse do it. I once tried 
to run;a motor boat by directions on 
a card and I know something about 
ve dangers of theoretical instruc- 
ion. 

The hot mustard foot bath achieves 
its object. when the patient entera 
upon a profuse sweating, not because 
the sweating carries out any consider- 
able amount of impurities which 
should be eliminated from the bron- 
chial tubes, but because the sweating 
is good evidence that considerable 
blood has been. withdrawn from the 
chest to the skin surface and the ex-

BRITAIN SPEAKS 
TO TEXTILE MEN 


Greenville, 8. C., October 23.— 
Teaching of nature study and biology 
in the schools and moving the textile 
industry to the southern states will 
do most to restore prosperity to the 
south, President M. L. Brittain, of 
the Georgia School of Technology, told 
cotton mill men and manufacturers of 
cotton machinery here today. He 
spoke at a joint luncheon given by the 
Rotary, Kiwanis and Civitan clubs 
in honor of exhibitors at the Southern 
— exposition now in progress 

ere. 

“The prosperity of this section de- 
pends on cotton and in spite of na- 
tional depression from insect plague 
or low prices this must be kept in 
mind,” said President Brittain. “To 
meet the first, nature study and bi- 
ology should be emphasized in every 
school and college. To reach the sec- 
ond, spinning, weaving and manufac- 
turing of cotton must more and more 
be moved to the south to cut freight 
charges and add to the wealth of the 
country.” 

The speaker urged support of tech- 
nical colleges in the south as a direct 
help to industrial development. 

“Tf Massachusetts without raising 
a bale of cotton can make more than 
twelve million dollars worth of cotton 
goods in a year, any of these south- 
ern states can do better with the cot- 
ton at the very door of the mill.” 
South Carolina cotton manufactur- 
ers and mill executives were arfiving 
here today for the opening tomorrow 
of the annual session of the South 
Carolina Cotton Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation.

The circuit consists of an ordi- 
nary three-electrode vacuum tube 
with the usual source of poténtial 
connected with the positive termi- 
‘nal to the plate through a key “K” 
and a coil of wire “P.”’ The grid 
circuit is completed through a sec- 
ond coil of wire “G,” which is 
placed in inductive relation to the 
plate coil ‘‘P.’’ 

In on the operation of this 
circuit the filament terminal con- 
nected to the negative pole of the 


plate and filament batterjes is considered the point of zero potential as in 


discussing most tube circuits. 


The coupling between the coils, “P”’ and 
“G,” is tight so that they act like the primary and secondary of a trans- 


former, that is, a varying current in “P” would produce a varying cur- 


rent in “G.” 


When the filament is heated to incandescence and the key 


“*K” closed, a current flows from plate to fliament through the plate coil 


“Pp”? and the battery in the plate circuit. 


While this current is building 


up in “‘P” a voltage is induced in coil ‘‘G,” which impresses either a posi- 


tive or negative potential op the grid. 


lf the charge on the grid is posi- 


tive there will be an increase in the plate current (in aceordance with 
the theory of the vacuum tube) which tends to make the more posi- 
a 


tive. 
a further increase in grid potential 


This building up of plate current and grid potenti 


goes on until 
cannot cause any decrease in plate 


current, since ail the electrons emitted by the filament are reaching the 

plate. The plate current is then said to be at its saturation value. 
Momentarily, the plate current is unchanging in amplitude and due 

to this condition the grid immediately loses its positive charge and drops 


to zero. 


The dropping off in voltage on the grid causes a corresponding 


falling off in plate current which results in a voltage being induced in the 


grid coil ‘‘G,” which makes the grid -slightly negative. 


The negative 


charge on the grid has the opposite effect on the plate current from a 


positive charge, that is, the plate current is reduced. 


This action con- 


tinues until the plate current reaches practically zero value, at which 
point the grid loses its negative charge and again resumes zero potential. 
The plate current then returns to its normal value which causes a repeti- 


tion of the events described, that is, 


the grid will have altérnate positive 


and negative charges with corresponding increases and decreases in the 
plate current. The frequency with which this strain of events takes place

New Orleans, October 23.—After

New York, October 23.—Two ‘sep- 
arate inquiries were launched today 
into the origin of the fire early Sun- 
day morning in which 15 lives were 
lost.

While Dr. Steinmetz did not care to 
state how far distant the need of 
harnessing sunlight would become 
oe one, he described the outlook 
thus 

“All our power we now get either 
from coal or from water-power. But 
some time in the future the coal wil! 
be exhausted and the amount of water- 
power isso limited that it is insuf- 
“sant to provide the world’s power 
sup 

Diiere will come a time, some time, 
when we will not have enough energy 
for the world’s needs, and when civili- 
zation will go down and the human 
race decrease in numbers or we must 
tap additional sources of energy, 
greater than the present ones. There 
is only one source of energy vastly 
greater than coal and water-power, 
and that is sunlight. 

“The amount of energy tbat sun- 
light brings us.” Dr, Steinmetz said. 
“ig many thousand times greater than 
the total energy of coal andwater- 
power. So an unlimited supply is 
there. But we have no means as yet 
by which to collect. the energy of 
sunlight. 

“The second thing: ‘to rap eigen 
Steinmetz continued, “is that the 
ductivity of the earth in raising ad 
for people is limited. Only in a limit- 
ed area can wheat and other grains 
be grown, and only a limited amount 
can be grown per acre.’ 

The man who recently has complet- 
ed an invention for matching the force 
of thunderbolts and hurling these bolts 
about at his will, discussed what 
might be done to secure energy from 
the sunlight at some future time. 
While not maintafning that the prob- 
lem must be solved along the line of 
his speculation, he outlined the pos- 
ead in plant-life abserption of 
sun-light. 

“The green of the leaves of the 
plant absorbs the sunlight,” he ex- 
plained, “and converts the energy of 
sunlight into chemical energy and 
stores it in the structure of the plant, 
constructed out of gases taken from 
the air and liquids and solids taken 
from the ground. By, burning the 
plant structure we can get. that en- 
ergy.” 

However; since the plant as a col- 
lector of sunlight is now s0 inef- 
ficient that it does not obtain even 
one-thousandth of one per cent of the 
sunlight energy, Steinmetz declared 
biological engineers of the future 
would have to develop.new forms of 
plants that would collect an appre- 
ciable part of sunlight evergy. 

“We would then raise energy crops 
in our fields,” hée said; “crops used 
for supplying energy which could be 
used as the supply of the future.” 

Tomorrow Dr. Steinmetz will .con-

TURKEY DEMANDS

Constantinople, October 23.—Taking 
a leaf from the allied treatment of 
Germany, Turkey likewise intends to 
demand heavy reparations from its 
defeated enemy, Greece, for the dev- 
astation of Asia Minor. These in- 
demnities will be “used as the basis 
for Turkey’s reconstruction program, 
for ‘which American aid will be sought 
—on sound siness principles. 

This policy was outlined to the 
United News correspondent by his 
imperial highness, Prince Abdul Med- 
jid, heir to the Turkish throne, in 
an exclusive interview. Prince Ab- 
dul is expected to be the next ruler 
of Turkey as the present sultan, who 
has now reached an advanced age and 
is in ill health, is likely to abandon 
the throne after the entry of the Turk- 
ish nationalists as provided for in the 
Mudania armistice agreement. 

Luxurious Chamber. 

The prince received the correspond- 
ent in his exquisite Oriental palace, 
We sat in ‘a chamber of luxurious 
richness, with priceless rugs and tapes- 
tries, as the prince discussed his 
plans for restoring the great Ottoman 
empire to sometbing of its ancient 
power, Coffee was served in solid 
gold cups during the. interview,

tations in Asia Minor and they must 
pay reparations the same as the Ger- 

mans,’ ' Prince Abdul said. “Now 
that the Turkish people have expelled 
the enemy, their next task is the re- 
construction of the devastated area 
on the basis of repera sens payments 
from the enemy and the general econo- 
mic reorganization of Turkey.
